\ f.lao recalled having seen this same men around tte Bourbon 
louse on prior occasions with persons she believed were 
homosexuals. She S3id that she did not know the identity 
of any of these persons. She stated that the Bourbon House 
is a hangout for homosexuals and she docs not associate 
with any of these people because they are not of her ilk. 

Hiss KAYE l; id that following the assassinat ior. of President 
yXYnlLoY she watched her television set for four day3 follow- 
ing the events concerning the assassination. She related 
that when she first saw a picture of REE HARVEY OSWALD on 
television, rhe knew that his face was familiar to her, but 
it was not until after the fourth day of watching television 
that she recalled he was identical with the individual with 
whom she had the argument at the Bourbon House. , 

Miss KAYE said that she has known LOU WYLIE over 
a period of e number of years and at one time they were 
very close friends. She related that while ebe and LOU WYLIE 
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v ver.n very f.*ier.dTy, LOU T/YLIE on occasions used the talo- 
pbere in Lnr ap&rtmrnt to make calls. However, she has 
been forced to put a stop to this practice and to dis- 
continue her close friendship with LOU Y/YLIE because LOU P 
VYLI2 was bocommg "bossy" and "nosey". She pointed out 
that LOU WYLIE is about seventy years of age, is frustrated,

Miss KAYE related that on one occasion, which

±^C2, LCU Y/YLIE c*mo to her apartment, obviously angry 
and upset. LOU WYLI2 told her she had mot a "Rc-d from 
Cuba"* on a bus and she was going to notify the FBI. LOU 
WYLIE placed a; call from her apartment and she assumed 
she talked to semeono in the FBI. 

Miss KAYE said after she identified OSWALD as 
the person with whom she had an argument at the. Bourbon 
IIouoo, sho contacted LOU WYLIE and suggested OSWALD might* 
be idontical with the "Red from Cuba" who she had seen 
on a bus. LOU WYLIE recalled the incident on the bus 
but was unable to say whether OSWALD. was identical with 
the man on the bus and seemed to be avoiding making any 
decision in this regard. 
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
